PROMISE  UNFULFILLED. 

The    Rose  had  been   becalmed  for 
several  days  in  Cowes  Harbor,  and,

her,  it  was  so  slowly  that  the 
issue  of  the  chase  continued  ex- 
tremely doubtful.

I  went  to 
Loi'don  ;  fell  into  evil  courses,  drank, 
gambled  ;  heard  after  awhile  that  Ellen 
was  dead  —  the  shock  of  which  partial- 
ly checked  my  downward  progress — 
partially  only.  I  left  off  drinking,  but 
not  gambling,  and  ultimately  I  became 
connected  with  a  number  of  disreputa- 
ble persons,  amongst  whom  was  your 
prisoner  Sparkes.  He  found  part  of 
the  capital  with  which  I  have  been 
carrying  on  the  contraband  trade  for 
the  last  two  years.  I  had,  however, 
fully  determined  to  withdraw  myself 
from  the  dangerous  though  exciting 
pursuit.  This  was  to  have  been  my 
last  trip;  but  >you  know,  "  lie  added, 
bitterly,  "it  is  always  upon  the  last 
turn  of  the  dice  that  the  devil  wins  his 
victim.''

To  the  Editor  of  the  O'os.  and  Rep  : 

My  Dear  .Sir  —  Upon  my  return  from 
Cyntliiana  last  evening,  I  met  with  the 
lettt-r  in  the  Louisville  Journal,  which 
I  addressed  to  tlie  editors  cf  that  paper 
on  the  221  instant  from  this  place.  In 
the  close  of  that  letter,  I  see  that  I  have 
avow*d  a  prefertnce   for  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  Senatorial  election,  to  the 
Oenfral  .Assembly  whicli  «ill   meet  in 
November,  1S53.    Since  I  h'ft  Frank- 
fort, it  seeins  thnt  the  Senate  acted  on 
the  subject  with  tlio  same  views  whicli 
1  entertuined.     The   lIou.«e,  however, 
disagreed,  and  have  postpoiied  till  the 
11th  of  December,   when    the  contest 
will  be  renewed.     This  is  the  present 
aspect  of  the  matter.    Had  I  been  pres- 
ent in    Frankfort,  I   should  have  sus- 
tained the.   Senate's  proposition.  The 
preamble  and  resolution  of  Dr.  Green, 
of  Henrv,  had  been  withdrawn  on  Sat- 
urday, the  22d,  and  a  substitute  accep- 
ted by  that  gentleman,   containing  the 
simple    proposition  to   postpone  till 
1853,  without  argument  or  preamble.— 
That  svibsiitute  was  in  my  kand-vvriting. 
Before  Dr.  Green  accepted  it,  I  pledged 
myself  to  that  gentleman  to  support  it 
by  mv  own    vote,  and  with  whatever 
a  id  from  my  friends  I  could  bring.  As 
the  majority  with   whom  I  'vas  acting 
in  the  House  have  decided  difTerently 
from  the  course  1   meant  to  pursue 
■write  this  note  and  respectfully  request 
its   publication,  that  my  position  and 
the  reusons  of  it  in  relation  to  post- 
]i;jn<;in3nt.  miy  not  be  misunilerstood 
by  my  constituents  and  the  public.  In 
the  first  place  /  had  despaired,  and  Still 
despair  entirely,  of  Mr.  Dixon's  friends 
Hgreoing  to  submit  his  claims  to   a  ma- 
jority of  the  Whig  party  in  a  council 
and   upon   a  vote  out  of  the  House. 
1  know  that  some  twenty. five  had  refu- 
sed to  come  into  such  an  arrangement, 
though  several  times  tendered.    It  w^as 
understood  distinctly  that  they  required 
that  Mr.  Crittenden  should  be  placed 
on  tlie  billot  in  the  House,  and  that  up- 
on this  con  liiion  and  after  thise.iperi- 
ment,   they  would  submit   to  a  patty 
nomination  and  an   undivided  suppoit 
of  the  nominee.    Mr.  Crittenden  was 
ballotted  for.  a  caucusagain  offered  and 
again  refused.    1  could  see  no  reason,  1 
could  foresee  no  ciicnmstances  in  the 
future  whicli  was  at  all  likely  to  bring 
about  a  change  in  the  purposes  or  pol- 
icy of  Mr.  Dixon's  friends.     I  could 
and  do  foresee  many   and  greater  evils 
resulting  to  the  Whig  paity  from  the 
continuance  of  the  struggle  throughout 
the  session.    First,  the  iinarrel  will  be- 
come mote  bitter,  the  breach    wider,  at 
every  ballot.     Secondly,   the  session 
will  be  wasted,   to  the  great  injury  of 
the  public,  and  the  Whigs  as  the  ma- 
jority, will  be  justly   held  responsible 
for  tlm  fruitless  consumption  of  time. 
Sixty  days  is  all  the  lime  allowed  for 
the  Legislative  business  of  the  State 
for  two  years,  unless  two-thirds  ogree 
to  a  longer  session.    The  Democrats. 
I  am  sure,  will  not  agree  to  protract 
the  term  of  service.    Third,  Judge  Un- 
derwood's term  does  not  expire  till  the 
4th  of  March,  1853.    No  session  of  the 
entire  Congress,  no  legislation  will  be 
had  there  lill  after  the   meeting  of  the 
next  General  Assembly  of  this  State. — 
All  that  can  happen  will  be  an  execu- 
tive session  of  the  Senate  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  a  few  days  after  the  4ih 
of  March,  to  act  upon  the  executive 
nominations.    To  this  session  of  the 
Senate  alone,  will  Mr.  Towell's  power 
of  appointment  be  confined.      In  na- 
tional, state,  or  party  view,  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  no   importance.      Fourth,  and 
last,  and  greatest,  I  prefer  infinitely, 
in    the  present  aspect  of  the  raatier, 
that  the  whole  affair  be  referred  to  the 
people.    They  will 'settle   it  upon  eu- 
larg'jd  principles  of  justice  and  policy, 
■without      reference     to    the  purring 
schemes  of  small  politicians.    At  pres- 
ent, from  the  course  pursued  by  several 
members  of  the   Legislature— the  rep- 
resentatives from  Fayette  for  example 
—  there  is  great  danger  that  the  true  re- 
lations   between  Mr.    Clay  and  Mr. 
Crittenden  will  be  misunderstood.  A 
breach  between  the  respective  and  pe- 
culiar friends  of  these  two  gentlemen 
will  be  fatal,  inevitably  fatal,  to  any 
future  organization   of  the  Whig  party 
Bs  a  whole   in  Kentucky.    It  will  be 
fatal  to  Mr.  Crittenden — itjwill  be  fa- 
tal to  Mr.   Clay.    If  Tie  impression, 
»o  anxiousl  v'sought  to  be  made,  becomes 


general,  thit  Mr.  Clay  is  acting  through 
his  friends  in  the  Legislature  to  destroy 
Mr.  Crittenden  — for  to  bea*  him  for 
the  Senate,  now,  is  to  destroy  him  — 
it  must  ))lant  a  thorn  in  'Ihe  breasts  of 
the  friends  of  that  gentleman  which  no 
s'jrgery  can  extract.  Nor  can  it  add 
to  the  lustre  of  .Mr.  Clay's  setting  sun, 
not  will  it  read  well  upon  his  tomb, 
that  his  latest  blows  were  aimed  5u  fa- 
tal vengeance  at  his  friends,  that  he 
died  mangling  in  rage  the  man  whose 
whole  life  had  been  devoted  to  his  ser- 
vice. By  the  elections  of  1853,  time 
will  be  afforded  to  explain  and  recon- 
cile every  thing.  A  thorough  reorgan- 
ization of  the  party  can  be  effected. — 
A  name  can  be  given  upon  which  to 
rally  the  people.  The  question  of  the  { 
Senator  can  be  settled  at  the  polls — ' 
and  the  Legislature  will  convene,  not 
distracted,  and  in  tloubt  as  now.  but 
with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  will 
of  the  State.  It  can  then  be  knovvn 
whether  the  people  of  Fayette,  like  the 
people  of  Woodford,  Bourbon,  Clarke, 
Jessamine.

"Coleridge  sat  on  t!ie  hrow  of  High 
gale  Hill,  in  those  years,  looking  do'vn 
on  London  and  ils  smoke-tumult,  like 
a  sage  escaped  from  the  inanity  of  life's 
battle;  attracting  towards  him  the 
thoughts  of  iiinumernble  brave  souls 
still  engaged  there.  His  express  con- 
tributions to  poetry,  philosophy,  or  anv 
I  specific  pro vince  of  human  literature 
[  or  enlightenment,  had  been  small  and 
sadly  iniermittent ;  but  he  had,  especi 


a  fixed  sunny  islet,  towards  uliich,  in 
all  his  voyagings  and  overclouding 
roamiugs,  he  could  look  with  satisfac- 
tion, as  to  an  ever-open  port  of  refuge. 
The  elder  Sterling,  after  many  battles, 
had  reached  his  field  of  conquest  in  these 
years  ;  and  was  to  be  regarded  as  a  vic- 
torious man.  Wealth  sufficient,  in- 
creasing not  diminishing,  had  rewarded 
his  labors  in  the  Times,  winch  were 
now  in  their  full  flower  ;  he  had  influ- 
ence of  a  sort;  H'ent  busily  among  busy 
public  men  ;  and  enjoyed,  in  the  ques 


higher  than  literary,  a  kind  of  prophet- 
ic or  magician  character.  He  was 
thought  to  hold,  he  alone  in  England, 
the  key  of  German  and  olher  Transcen- 
dentalisms ;  knew  the  sublime  secret  of 
believing  by  'tlie  reason  'what  'the  un- 
derstanding 'had  been  obliged  to  fling 
out  as  incredible;  and  could  still,  af;er 
Hume  and  Voltaire  had  done  their  best 
and  worst  wilii  him,  profess  himself  an 
orthodox  Christian,  and  say  and  print 
to  the  Church  of  England,  with  its  sin- 


gular old  rubies  and  surplices  AlUiall 
lionable  form  attached   to  journalism  j  o"''iile,   Esto  perpettia.       A  sublime 
and  anonymity,  a  social  consideration!  man,  who  alone  lji  those  dark  days  had 


and  position  which  were  abundantly 
gr.itifying  to  him.  A  singular  figure 
of  llie  epoch;  and  wlien  you  came  to 


saved  his  crown  of  spiritual  manhood; 
escaping  from  the  black  materialisms 
and  revolutionary  deluges,  with  'God, 


know  him,  which  it  was  easy  to  fail  of  \  Freedom,  Liimortalily,'  still  his  ;  a  king 

of  men.  'I'he  practical  intellects  of  the 
world  did  not  much  heed  him,  or  care- 
lessly reckoned  him  a  metaphysical 
dreamer  :  but  to  the  rising  spirits  of  the 
young  generation  he  had  this  dusky  su- 
blime character  ;  and  sat  there  as  a  kind 
of  Magus,  gjn  in  mystery  snd  enigma  ; 
his  Dodona  oakgrove  (Mr  Gilman's 
house  at  Highgale)  whispering  strange 
things,  uncertain  whether  oracles  or 
jargon.  The  Gilmans  did  not  encour- 
age much  company,  or  excitation  of  any 
sort,  round  their  sage  ;  nevertheless, 
access  to  him.  if  a  youth  did  reverently 
wish  it,  was  not  difficult.  He  would 
stroll  about  the  pleasant  garden  with 
you,  sit  in  the  pleasant  rooms  of  the 
place, — perhaps  take  you  to  his  own 
peculiar  room,  high  up,  with  a  rearward 
view,  which  was  the  chief  view  of  all. 
A  really  charming  outlook,  in  fine 
weather.  Close  at  hand,  wide  sweep  of 
flowery,  leafy  gardens,  their  few  houses 
mostly  hidden,  the  very  chimney-pots 
veiled  under  blossomy  umbrage,  flowed 
gloriously  down  hill  ;  gloriously  issuing 
in  wide-tuftcd  Uiidulating  plain. coun- 
try, rich  in  all  charms  of  fiold  and  town. 
Waving,  blooming  country  of  the  bright, 
est  green  ;  dotted  all  over  with  hand- 
some villas,  handsome  groves  ;  crossed 
by  roads  and  human  tralfic,  here  inaud- 
ible or  heard  only  as  a  musical  hum  ; 
and  behind  all  swam,  under  olive-tinted 
haze,  the  illimitable  limitary  ocean  of 
London, .with  its  domes  and  steeples 
definite  in  the  sun,  big  Paul's  and  the 
many  memories  attached  to  it  hanging 
high  over  all.  Nowhere,  of  its  kind, 
could  you  see  a  grandeur  prospect  on  a 
bright  summer  day,  with  the  set  of  the 
air  going  southward — southward,  and 
so  draping  with  the  city-smoke  not  you 
but  the  city.  Here  for  hours  would 
Coleridge  talk,  concerning  all  conceiv- 
able or  Inconceivable  things;  and  liked 
nolhing.better  than  to  have  an  intelli- 
gent, or  failing  that,  even  a  silent  and 
patient  human  listener.  He  distin- 
guished himself  to  all  that  ever  heard 
him  at-  at  least  the  most  surprising  talk- 
er extant  in  this  world  ;  and  to  some 
small  minority,  by  no  means  to  all,  as 
the  most  excellent." 

-His  personal  appearance  is  brought 
before  the  eye  as  by  the  lines  of  a  dag- 
uerreotype : 

"  Brow  and  head  were  round,  and  of 
massive  weight,  but  the  face  was  flabby 
and  irresolute.    The  deep  eyes,  of  a 


doing  if  you  had  not  eyes  and  candid 
insigiit,  a  gallant  truly  gifted,  and  man- 
ful figure,  of  his  kind.  We  saw  much 
of  him  in  this  house  ;  much  of  all  his 
family;  and  had  grown  to  love  them  all 
right  well — him  too,  though  th»t  was 
the  difficult  partofthe  feat.  For  in 
his  Lish  way  he  played  the  conjuror 
very  much  —  'three  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  opinions  in  the  year  upon  every 
subject,*  as  a  wag  once  said.  In  fact 
his  talk,  ever  ingenious,  emphatic  and 
spirited  in  detail,  was  much  defective 
in  earnestness,  at  least  in  clear  earnest- 
ness, of  purport  and  outcome  ;  but  wen t 
tumbling  as  if  in  mere  welters  of  ex- 
plosive unreason  ;  a  volcano  heaving 
under  the  deluges  of  scoriae,  ashes  and 
impnnderous  pumice-stones,  you  could 
not  say  in  what  direction,  nor  well 
whether  in  any.  Not  till  after  good 
.•ituily  did  you  see  the  deep  molten  lava- 
flood,  which  simmered  steadily  enough, 
atid  showed  very  well  by  and  by  whith- 
er it  was  bound.  For  1  must  say  of 
Edwatd  Sterling,  after  all  his  daily  ex- 
plosive sophistries,  and  fallacies  of 
talk,  he  had  as  tubborn  instinctive  sense 
of  what  was  manful  ,  strong  and 
worthy  ;  recognized,  with  quick  feel- 
ing, the  charlatan  under  his  solcmnest 
wig  ;  knew  as  clearly  as  any  man  a  pu- 
sillanimous tailor  in  buckram,  an  ass 
under  the  lion's  skin,  and  did  with  his 
whole  heart  despise  the  same.  The 
sudden  changes  of  doctrine  in  the  Times, 
which  fjiled  not  to  excite  loud  censure 
and  indignant  amazement  in  those  days, 
were  first  ini.elligible  to  you  when  you 
came  to  interpret  them  as  his  changes. 
These  sudden  whirls  from  east  to  wes; 
on  his  part,  and  total  changes  of  party 
and  atticulate  opinion  at  a  day's  warn- 
ing, lay  in  the  nature  of  the  man,  and 
could  not  be  helped  ;  products  of  his 
fiery  impatience,  of  the  combined  im- 
petuosity and  limitation  of  an  in  tellect, 
which  did  ueveriheless  continually  grav- 
itate towards  what  was  loyal,  true  and 
right  on  all  manner  of  subjects.  *  *  An 
amazingly  impetuous,  hasty,  explosive 
man,  this  'Captain  Whirlwind,'  as  I 
used  to  call  him  !  Great  sensibility  lay 
in  him,  too;  a  real  sympathy,  and  af- 
fectionate pity  and  softness,  which  he 
had  an  over-lendency  to  express  even 
by  tears — a  singular  sight  in  so  leonine 
a  man.  Enemies  called  them  maudlin 
and  hypocritical,  these  tears  ;  but  that 
was  nowise  the  complete  account  of 
them.  On  the  whole,  there  tlid  con- 
spicuously lie  a  dash  of  ostentation,  a 

self-consciousness  apt  to  become  loud(  light  hazel,  were  as  full  of  sorrow  as  of 


and  braggart,  over  all  he  said  and  did 
and  felt;  this  was  the  alloy  of  the  man, 
and  you  had  to  be  thankful  for  the  abun- 
dant gold  along  with  it.  Quizzing 
enough  he  g'ot  among  us  for  all  this, 
and  for  the  singular  chiaroscrir )  manner 
of  procedare,  like  that  of  an  Archima- 
gus  Cagliostro,  or  Kaiser  Joseph  Licog- 
nito,  which  his  anonymous  known-un- 
known thunderings  in  the  Times  neces- 
sitated in  him  ;  and  much  we  laughed 
—  not  without  explosive  counler-ban- 
terings  on  his  part  ;  but  in  fine  one 
could  not  do  without  him  ;  one  knew 
him  at  heart  for  a  right  biave  man. — 
•By  Jove,  sir!'  thus  he  would  swear  to 
you,  with  radiant  face  ;  sometimes,  not 
often,  by  a  deeper  oatii.  With  persons 
of  dignity,  especially   with  women,  to 


nspiratioii  ;  confused  pain  looked  mild 
ly  from  them,  as  in  a  kind  of  mild  as- 
tonishment. The  whole  figure  and  air, 
good  and  amiable  otherwise,  might  be 
called  flabby  and  irresolute  ;  expressive 
of  weakness  under  possibility  of 
strength.  He  hung  loosely  on  his 
limbs,  with  knees  bent,  and  stooping 
attitude  ;  in  walking,  he  ra;her  shufiied 
than  decisively  slept;  and  a  lady  once 
remarked,  he  never  could  fix  which  side 
of  the  garden-walk  would  suit  him  best, 
but  continually  shifted,  ia  corkscrew 
fashion,  i;nd  kept  trying  both.  A  heavy 
-laden,  high-aspiring,  and  surely  much, 
suffering  man.  His  voice,  naturally 
soft  and  good,  had  contracted  itself  in- 
to a  plaintive  ehufllle  and  sing  song  ; 
he  spoke  as  if  preaching, — you  would 
have  said,  preaching  earnestly  and  also 

I 

still  recollect  his  '  object'  and  'subject,' 
terms  of  continual  recurrence  in  the 
Kantian  province  ;  and  how  he  sung 
and  snuffled  them  into  '  om-m-mject' 
and  'sum-m-mject,'  with  a  kind  of  sol- 
emn shake  or  quaver,  as  he  rolled  along. 
No  talk,  in  his  century  or  in  any  other, 
could  be  more  surprising." 


whom  he  was  always  very  gallant,  he 

had  courtly  delicate  manners,  verging  hopelessly  the  weightiest  things 
towards  the  wiredrawn  and  elaborate; 
on  common  occasions,  he  bloomed  out 
at  once  into  jolly  familiarity  of  the 
gracefully  boisterous  kind,  reminding 
you  of  mess-rooms  and  old  Dublin  days. 
His  oflT-hand  mode  of  speech  was  al- 
ways precise,  emphatic,  ingenious:  his 
laugh,  which  was  frequent  rather  than 
otherwise,  had  a  sincerity  of  banter, 
but  no  real  depth  of  sense  for  the  lu- 
dicrous ;  and  soon  ended,  if  it  grew  too 
loud,  in  a  mere  dissonant  scream.  He 
was  broad,  well-built,  stout  of  stature  ; 
had  a  long  lovvish  head,  sharp  gray  eyes, 
with  large,  strong,  aquiline  face  to 
match;  and  walked,  or  sat,  in  an  erect 
decisive  manner.  A  remarkable  man  ; 
and  playing,  especially  in  those  years 
1830 — 40,  a  remarkable  part  in  the 
world." 


We  will  now  introduce  to  our  readers 
another  and  far  more  noteworthy  per- 
sonage. Were  there  no  other  passages 
in  this  book  to  our  mind,  it  would  still 


We  must  add  the  following  descrip- 
tive account  of  Coleridge's  conversa- 
tion; some  few  sentences  of  which 
might  very  fairly  be  applied   to  not  a 

little  of  their  author's  own  writings: — 

"  Nothing  could  be  more  copious  than 
his  talk  ;  and  furthermore,  it  was  al- 
ways virtually  or  literally,  of  the  na- 
ture of  a  monologue  ;  sufTering  no  in- 
terruption, however  reverent;  hastily 
putting  aside  all  foreign  additions,  an- 
notations, or  most  ingenuous  desires 
for  elucidation,  as  well-meant  super- 
fluites  which  would  never  do.  Besides, 
it  was    talk  not  flowing  any  whither 


like  a  river,  but  spre.idingevervwhither 
in  inextricable  currents  and  regurgita- 
tions like  a  lake  or   sea  ;  terribly  defi- 
cient in  definite  goal  or  aim,  nay,  often 
in    logical    intelligibility;  wliot  you 
were  to  believe  or  do,  on  any  earthly 
or  heavenly  thing,  obstinately  refusing 
to  appear  from  it.    So  that,  most  times, 
>ou  felt  logically  lost  ;  swamped  near 
to   drowning  in  this  tide  of  iujrenions 
vocables,  spreading  out  boundless  as  if 
to  submerge  the  world.    To  sit  as  a  pas- 
sive bucket  and  be  pumped  into,  wheth- 
er you  consent  or  not,  cari  in  the  long 
run  be  exhilarating    to    no  creature'; 
how  eloquent  soever  the  flood  of  utter- 
ance,  that  is  descending.      But  if  it 
be    withal  a  confused,  unintelligible 
flood  of  utterance,  threatening  to  sub- 
merge all  known  landmarks  of  thought, 
and  drown  the  world  and  you!    I  have 
heard  Coleridge  talk,    with  eager  mu- 
sical energy,   two  stricken  hours,  his 
face  radiant  and  moist,  and  communi- 
cate no  meaning  whatsoever  to  any  in- 
dividual of    his   hearers, — certain  of 
whom,  I  for  one,  still    kept  eagerly 
listening  in  hope  ;  the  most  had  long 
before  given   up,    und    formed  (if  the 
room  were    large  enough)  secondary 
humming  groups  of   their    own.  He 
began  anywhere.    You  put  some  ques- 
tion to  him.  made  some  suggestive  ob- 
servation :  instead  of  answering  this,  or 
decidedly  setting  out  towards  answer  of 
it,  he  would  accumulate  formidable  ap- 
paratus, logical  swim-bladders,  trans- 
cendental   life  preservers,    and  other 
precautionary  and    vehiculatory  gear, 
for  setting  out  ;  perhaps  did. at  last  get 
under  way,  but  was  swiftly  solicited, 
turned  aside  by   the  glance  of  some  ra- 
diant new  game  on  this  hand  or  that, 
into  new  courses  ;  and  ever  into  new; 
and  before  long  into  all  the  universe, 
where  it  was  uncfrtain   what  game  you 
would  catch,    or  whether    any.  His 
talk,  alasi      was    distinguished,  like 
himself,  by  irresolution  :  it  disliked  to 
be  troubled^with  conditions,  abstinen- 
ces, definite   fulfillments; — loved  to 
wander  at  its  own  sweet  will,  and  make 
its  auditor  and  his  claims  and  humble 
wishes  a  mere  passive  bucket  for  itself! 
Hp  had  knowledge  about  many  things 
and    topics, — much   curious    reading  ; 
but  generally  all  t;)pics  led  him,  after 
a  pass  or  two,  into   the  high    seas  of 
theusophic  philosophy  ,    the    hazy  in- 
finitude of  Kantian  transcendentalism, 
with  its  'sum-m-mjects'  and  'om-m- 
mjects.'    Sad   enough  ;  for  with  such 
indolent  impatience  of  the  claims  and 
ignorances  of  others,  he    had  not  the 
least   talent    for    explaining    this  or 
anything  unknown  to  them  ;  and  you 
swam  andJi  tlultered   in    the  mistiest 
wide  unintelligible    deluge   of  things, 
for  most    part  in  a    rather  profitless, 
uncomfortable  manner.   Gloiious  islets, 
too,  1  have  seen  rise  out  of  the  haze  ; 
but  they  were   few,    and  soon  swal- 
lowed in  the  general  element  again. — 
Balmy  sunny  Islets,  islets  of  the  blest 
and  the   intelligible; — on   which  oc. 
casions     those     secondary  humming 
groups  would  all  cease  humming,  and 
hang    breathless    upon    the  eloquent 
words  ;  till  once  your  islet  got  wrapt 
in  the  misi  again,  and  they    could  re- 
commence  humming.      Eloquent,  ar- 
tistically expressiva  words  you  always 
had  ;  piercing  radiances  of  a  most  subile 
insight  came  at  intervals  ;  tones  of  no- 
ble,  pious  sympathy,  recognizable  as 
pious  though  strangely  colored,  were 
never  wanting  long  :  but  in  general  you 
could  not  call  this  aimless,  cloud-capt, 
cloudbased,  lawlessly   meandering  hu- 
man discourse  of  reason  by  the  name  of 
'excellent  talk,'  but  only  of 'surprising; 
and  were  reminded  bitterly  of  Hazlitt's 
account  of  it  :  'Excellent  talker,  very' 
— if  you  let  him  start  from  no  prem- 
ises and  come  to  no.  conclusion." 

Coleridge  was  not  without  what 
talkers  call  wit,  and  there  were  touch- 
es of  prickly  sarcasms  in  him,  con- 
temptuous enough  of  the  world  and 
its  idols  and  popular  dignitaries;  he 
had  trails  even  of  poetic  humor  :  but 
in  general  he  seemed  deficient  in 
laughter ;  or  indeed  in  sympathy  for 
concrete  human  things  either  on  the 
sunny  or  on  the  stormy  side.  One 
right  peal  of  concrete  laughter  at  some 
convicted  flesh-and-blooil  absurdity, 
one  burst  of  noble  indignation  at  some 
injustice  Jor  depravity,  rubbing  elbows 
with  us  on  this  solid  Earlh,  how  strange 
would  it  have  been  in  that  Kanteau 
haze- world,  and  how  infinitely  cheer- 
ing umid  its  vacant|alr-castlcs  and  dim  - 
melting  ghosts  and  shadows  !  None 
such  ever  came.  His  life  had  been  an 
abstract  thinking  and  dreaniin  g,edealis- 
tic,  passed  amid  the  ghosts  ot  defunct 
bodies  and  of  unborn  ones.  The  moan- 
ing sing-song  of  that  iheosophico-meta- 
physical  monotony  left  on  you,  at  last, 
a  very  dreary  feeling."
